THE CALABAR TROUBLES. 


London, Dec. 4.—The conflict which 
has broken out in New Calabar, West 
Africa, is between King Amacher, of 
New Calabar, and his followers on the 
one hand, and a powerful chief called 
Willbraid and his adherents on the 
other. 
Some time since the king of 
New- Calabar died, and the ascension 
of Amacher to the throne has not giv- 
en general fatiafaction. During the 
conflict mentioned in previous dis- 
patches, no quarter was shown to the 
wounded or 
prisoners, 
who 
were 
killed, and in many cases eaten 
by 
the lower classes of natives. 
It 
was 
thought the British naval commander 
would not interfere unless the 
Eng- 
glish factories*were threatened or de- 
stroyed or British subjects molested. 


Bonney is suffering almost equally 
with New Calabar, and the trade of 
the district is almost at a standstill. 
Her majesty's ship Dido was outside 
the bar, at Bonney, ready to enter or 
send a boat in case of necessity.

It is understood 
that the bill 
in- 
troduced in the 
house by Garfield, 
relative to the funding operations of 
of the government, was prepared by 
Secretary Sherman. 


The house committee on appropria- 
tions met 
Wednesday. 
A general 
interchange of views indicated, with- 
out dissent, a desire and purpose on 
the part of the members 
to perfect 
the appropriation bills at as early a 
day as possible. 
The subject of 
the 
deficiency appropriation, for the pay 
of marshals 
and their deputies, for 
the current fiscal year received more 
than incidental mention, and opinions 
were 
expressed 
which warrant the 
statement that this appropriation will 
be the first to be made. 


The bill introduced by Mr. Weaver 
for the relief of soldiers and sailors of 
the late war, and Lo restore to them 
equal rights with holders of govern 
ment bonds, recites that the soldiers, 
from the necessity of the case, were 
obliged to receive depreciated ourren- 
cy for their services, and as congress 
has heretofore declared that good laith 
recjuires all government obligations be 
paid in coin or its equivalent, and as 
the obligations of this government to 
the soldiers and sailors is of the most 
sacred and binding, there should be 
paid to each 
¡jrivate soldier, nou- 
commissioned oflicer, sailor, teamster 
or musician of the United States army 
during the late war, or to his 
repre- 
sentative in case of death, as soou as 
the claim can be ascertained, a 
sum 
equal to the difference between the 
face and gold value |the currency at 
the time it was paid during the war, 
together with intei-est; to meet 
this 
obligation the secretary be authorized 
to issfe 
500,000,000 
legal 
tender 
notes.

sedition must be expected. 
I 
appeal 
therofpre to you and all right minded 
people to aid me in eradicating

Russia, 
aud i address myself to parents and 
urge them to conduct 
their children 
in the path of truth 
and 
righteous- 
nesa in order that they

The prominent 
synod of Philadelphia, at its last 
meeting, devoted its. chief attention 
to the low state of religion within its 
bounds. The metropolitan synod, of 
New York, reported that the number 
of its church members has actually 
decreased during the past year. An 
examination of the minutes *f the 
general assembly will show a steady 
falling oft 
1 for the hist four years, and 


this too in the face of a vast increase 
ot" population. 


In 1876 those minutes reported an 


addition of 70,500 members by con- 
fession of faith and by dismissal from 
other churches. In 1877 the number 
fell to 63,700. la 1878 it went still 
lower—to 53,000. This year it has 
sunk to the-pitifully small figure of 
49,000! The utmost claim that is 
made in the minutes is that the total 
membership of the whole church has 
only increased by 7,000 members with- 
in a year!. As many church rolls are 
very carelessly kept, the strong prob- 
ability is that the Presbyterian body 
numbers no more communicants than 
it did a year ago! 


THE FORMER DAYS AND NOW. 
What is true of the venerable Pres- 


byterian denomination is true of al 
the other evangelical bodies. Honest 
"tally keeping" shows but small ad- 
vance. The veteran editor of the NOT 
York Observer has lately declared thai 
"a great apiritualdrought is prevailing 
auch as has not been known in thepre- 
seut century. We do not remem- 
ber the time when revivals of religion 
were so few and so far between; when 
so few accessions to the churches were 
reported, aud when the church pos 
itively seemed so much in danger o 
receding before the world." This is a 
sombre picture, but it is as true to the 
life as Sir Peter Lery's famous por 
trait of Oliver Cromwell. 


Any one who recalls the moral con 


ditiou of New York city forty years 
ago will remember that ,at that time 
fully one-half of the population at- 
tended some Protestant house of 
worship. Now the highest claim 
made by the. city tract 
society 


is that" 250,000 are 
regular for 


occasional worshippers in Protest- 
ant churches and chapels, in a total 
poulutiou of over one million. In the 
rural districts of New England "there 
is a marked decline in the numbers 
who attend habitually on the preach- 
ing of the Word." The latest spiritual 
statistics of Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louts show even a more unfavor- 
able outlook of evangelical religion. 
Brooklyn is styled "The City of 
Churches," but church going is on the 
decline. The crowds that may be 
drawn to two or three places of wor- 
ship by the peculiar style of attrac- 
tions do not invalidate the truth of 
this statement. A few days ago a 
friend remarked to Dr. Cuyler that 
"on this whole block of brown stone 
houses not more than one-half of the 
people regularly go to church." What 
then must bo said for those streets 
which are occupied mainly by the 
more ill-dressed and ill-taught classes?

Her 
husband, who is poor, works inaspoke 
factory. 
Some of the neighbors, 
hearing of the event, went in to ren- 
der asisistance in keeping the house 
and helping the sick woman. The 
husband, on hearing of their action, 
was displeased, being poor, but not 
wishing the neighbors to know his 
poverty, and forbade her receiving 
any more assistance at their hands. A 
day or so after this, the neighbors vis- 
ited her, nnd found her in a miserable 
condition of neglect and destitution. 
The stock of food in the house consisted 
of a little piece of cheese. The sick wo- 
man had received none of the treat- 
ment u5ual and necessary in such 
cases, and it is charged by those ac 
quainted 
with 
the 
facts 
that 
this condition of 
things (has con- 
tinued to the present time. Eight weeks 
have elapsed 
since 
the oirth of 
the child, and still it is asserted that 
the new mother has never been wash- 
ed, dressed or fed, nor received the 
commonest treatment imperatively de- 
manded by a woman in such condi- 
tion, and is slowly starving to death. 
The premises smell badly, but the 
husband refuses to allow her to be 
taken to a hospital, alleging that he 
is afraid she will be "cut up." The 
case is certainly a bad one, and it

prosperity, Dr. Cuyler thinks that 
any one ^Mio has examined the eccle- 
siastical reports from various religious 
bodies, and who has watched the ut- 
terances of the religious press, must 
be convinced that the present state of 
evangelical religion is not a theme for 
congratulation. 
Instead of an ad- 
vance, it remains stationary; in some 
quarters, if compared with the growth 
of population, it is on the retrograde. 
There is a little comfort, however, 
in 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
Pres- 
byterian 
Church, with its culture, 
resources and orthodox standards, 
sutlers no worse than its neighbors; 
but its latest statistics show a lament, 
able want of progress. 
The prominent 
synod of Philadelphia, at its last 
meeting, devoted its chief attention 
to the low state of religion within its 
bounds. The metropolitan synod, of 
New York, reported that the number 
of its church members has actuallj' 
decreased during the past year. An 
examination of the minutes 
the 
general assembly will show a steady 
tailing oft" 
for the last four years, and 
this too in the face of a vast increase 
of population. 


In 1876 those minutes reported an 
addition of 70,500 members by con- 
fession of faith and by dismissal from 
other churches. In 1877 the number 
fell to G3,700. In 1878 it went still 
lower —to 
53,000. 
This year it has 
sunk to the pitifully small figure of 
49,000 ! The utmost claim that is 
made in the minutes is that the total 
membership of the whole church has 
only increased by 7,000 members with- 
in a year! As many church rolls are 
very carelessly kept,' the strong prob- 
ability is that the Presbyterian body 
numbers no more communicants than 
it did a year ago! 


THE FORMER DAYS AND NOW. 


What is true of the venerable Pres- 
byterian denomination is true of iall 
the other evangelical bodies. 
Honest 
"tally keeping" shows but small ad- 
vance. 
The veteran editor of the New 
York Obsm-er 
has lately declared that 
"a great spiritual drought is prevailing 
audi as has not been known in the pre- 
sent century. We do not remem- 
ber the time' when revivals of religion 
were so few and so far between; when 
so few accessions to the churches were 
reported, and when the church pos- 
itively seemed so much in danger of 
receding before the world." 
This is a 
sombre picture, but it is as true to the 
life as Sir Peter Lery's famous por- 
trait of Oliver Cromwell. 


Any one who recalls the moral con- 
dition of New York city forty years 
ago will remember that at that time 
fully one-half of the population at- 
tended 
some 
Protestant 
house of 
worship. 
Now the highest 
claim 
made bv the city 
tract 
society 
is 
that ' 250,000 are 
regular for 
occasional 
worshippers in Protest- 
ant churches and chapels, in a total 
poulation of over one million. In the 
rural districts of New England "there 
is a marked decline in the numbers 
who attend habitually on the preach- 
ing of the Word." The latest spiritual 
statistics of Cincinnati, Chicago and 
Ht. Louis show even a more unfavor- 
able outlook of evangelical religion. 
Brooklyn is styled "The City of 
Churches," but church going is on the 
decline. The crowds that may be 
drawn to two or three places of wor- 
ship by the peculiar style of attrac- 
tions do not invalidate the truth of 
this statement. A few days ago a 
friend remarked to Dr. Cuyler that 
"on this whole block of brown stone 
houses not more than one-half of the 
people regularly go to church." What 
then must be said for those streets 
which are occupied mainly by the 
more ill-dressed and ill-taught classes? 


When three or four Christian min- 
isters come together, in almost any
